in the first five months of 1944, 
Fibers textiles and textile products ex 
ports are $26 million at the end of 
May, 1946, and were $29 million for 
the first five months of 1945. Agri: 
culture and vegetable products ex: 
ports are $231 million compared with 
$238 million for the same period last 
year, Last year animals and anima) 
»roducts exports were $164 million 
and $149 million in the first five 
months of this year. Fur exports are 
up’ $20: million: compared’ with $12 
million for the saem period last year. 
When it is considered that last year’ 
exports included all goods for war 
purposes ‘Canada’s showing in world 
trade is extremely satisfactory, 
and its producta are, of course, down 
from $805 million which included 
tanks and ammunition in the first five 
montis of last year and $92 million 
up to May 81, 1946,

IT WAS ANNOUNCED recently that in September, the sixth ration 
book will be distributed in Canada. There was a time when it appeared 
that ration book number five would be the last one to be issued, and that 
by the time the coupons in it had been exhausted, conditions would be such | 
that rationing would no longer be necessary. On the contrary the world 
food situation is now more serious than it was at any time during the war, 
and the necessity for the continuation of rationing here is apparent to 
everyone. We also know that under our present system we are infinitely 
better off than the people of Britain, Europe and the Orient; and in many 
Canadian homes today there is voluntary rationing of foods which can be 


shipped abroad.

There are many who believe that before the current 
world food crises is over, this continent will be more seriously affected than 
it has yet been. Whatever the situation may be in the future, there is no 
doubt but that we are at present fortunate in comparison with the people | 
in other parts of the world, and we should be more than willing to co-operate | 
readily in whatever measure of rationing the authorities consider to be 
necessary,

Consumers have been 
asked to keep in mind that much of the responsibility for receiving the new 
books lies with them, since the books must be called for at the local dis- 
tributing centre. It has also been pointed out that while books‘are to be 
issued throughout the week of September 9th, all local distribution points 
will not be open continuously during that time, and it is the responsibility 
of the consumer to find out at what times the centre in his locality is 
to be open. For their own convenience, and in the interest of saving the 
local ration boards time and trouble, citizens should make every effort to 
co-operate fully in securing their ney ration books promptly.

want to avoid being returned to Ger- 
many. One escaped man who 
travelled to this country from a U.S. 
prisoner of war camp and was picked 
up recently made the frank confes- 
sion that he could not bear the 
thought of being sent back to the 
Reich. He told police that even in- 
ternment in a war prisoners’ camp 
was preferable to returning to Ger- 
many. But regardless of what senti- 
ments German prisoners express and 
how they “yearn” to stay in this 
country, they should not be allowed 
to remain here. All efforts ought to 
be put forth to round up those at 
large, and every prisoner~ of war 
should be_-shipped back. If they still 
feel a keen desire to come back to 
Canada and to become good citizens 
of this country, they will get their 
chance eventually through the regu- 
lar immigration channels, if and 
when immigrants from Germany once 
more are accepted. But in every case 
where Germans are let into Canada 
in future they should be thoroughly 
“screened” to\make sure they -are 
not potential troublemakers.—Nia- 
gara Falls Review. 


Life Savings 


Not So Easy Now To Live On The 
Low Interest Rates 

Until a few years ago scores of 
thousands of Canadians could con- 
template secure retirement on life 
savings of $10,000 to $20,000. A 
farmer could sell his farm, or a 
small merchant his store, invest the 
proceeds at 6% and this income plus 
that from what he had already saved 
would allow him to live in comfort 
the rest of his days. He can't do 
that now and with interest rates still 
declining he will be in greater diffi- 
culties tomorrow. Twenty thousand 
dollars invested in good securities 
gave a man an income of about $100 
per month before the war. To get 
the same income now requires an in- 
vestment of $40,000. In the mean- 
time those planning retirement face 
a double squeeze. The tremendous 
increase in income tax makes it more 
difficult to accumulate savings and 
the sharp rise in the cost of living 
makes a greater income from those 
savings necessary. — Financial Post 
(Toronto).

Q.—V'hat happens to the meat 
coupons and tokens which are turned 
in to the Local Ration Boards and 
voluntary collecting organizations for 
the supplying of meat to starving 
people overseas? ' 

A.—All meat tokens and coupons 
are turned in to the Local Ration 
Boards by the voluntary organiza- 
tions and these are counted at regu- 
lar intervals. Tha Meat Board then 
knows exactly how much extra meat 
will be available for export. Through 
the coupon collection system, up to 
the end of May Canadians made 325,- 
000 additional pounds 
meat available for shipment to the 
hungry.

Q.—Instead of turning in meat 
coupons and tokens which will not be 
needed for a family’s own use, would 
it not be just as well to destroy these 


;coupons at home rather than send 


them to 
to some 
ization? 


A.—If you destroyed these tokens 
and coupons in your own home, the 
Meat Board would have: no way of 
checking on how much meat was be- 
ing used by you. For every valid 
meat coupon and token you turn in 
the authorities know definitely that 
that much less meat will be needed 
to meet the ration.

Q.—How many canning sugar cou- 
pons are allowed us this year? 

A.—Ten coupons have been vali- 
dated for the purchase of canning 
sugar, each coupon being good for 
one pound of sugar. On May 2 the 
first five coupons were declared valid 
and on July 4 the remaining five were 
validated. The coupons used for the 
purchase of this sugar are the sugar-

Such pessimism will never improve 
agricultural conditions, In fact, un- 
til farmers come to realize this, there 
never will be an improvement. Every 
farmer shguld read and memorize 
the words of the Canadian Minister 
of Agriculture, spoken in the House 
of Commons: “If we want to keep 
our boys on the farms, we shall have 
to preach a different kind of phil- 
osophy from what is- being preached 
today in this House and elsewhere. 
We must preach the philosophy that 
there is nothing better, or more 
worthwhile, than producing food and 
clothing, the two things that are nec- 
essary to all of us.

Canada Is Second Country In The 
World To Have Uranium Pile

THE. CANADIAN ESKIMO 

The joint comittee of the Senate 
and the House of Commons set up to 
revise the Indian Act have studied 
the Eskimo situation as this was pari 
of the order of reference, 

The.Canadian Eskimo are a migrat- 
ory people scattered in small families 
or groups of families north of the 
tre line in Canada and on the tree- 
less islai a: of the Artic Ocean, They 
trave] in bands or broups of two or 
moce f;niilies and in each band or 
group there is an outstanding: hunter 
who acts as leader, There ate .bvut 
7400 of them in all. About 6,400 
are in the Northwest Territories and 
about 2,000 in Northern Qudbec, The 
census man has a difficult time there 
but to lessen the difficulty about 
names ete,, a disc is given to cach 
in the vast, remote, thinly populated 
area, 

The average annual birth rate is 
about 35 per 1000, This is greater 
than the birth rate for all] Canada, 
which is about 20 per 1000 but ot 
every 100 Eskimo births 17 die before 
they are one year old. The adult 
deatéi rate is also high as 10.5 percent 
die of tuberculosis and 9 percent «die 
of accidents on account of the 
dangerous life they lead in ques€ of 
food. Epidemics of various kinds 
sometimes wipe out the whole pop- 
ulation of certain areas, 

Church owned and operated: ihospi- 
tals aye located at strategic points 
where the sick and indigent are ad- 
mitted and paid for on a per diem 
pasis by the government, The ¢e- 
partment also provide one doctor and 
two nurses at these hospitals and 
medical supplies are available at other 
points. A dentist is sent on the 
patrol each year, Medical advice in 
emergencies is given from Ottawa 
over the radio. Eminent specialists 
like the late Sir Frederick Banting 
have gone on the patrols, 

Destitute relief is given to the aged 
and infirm to-the extent of albout 
$10,000 per year Four of the hospi- 
tals have a total -f 120 beds and are 
equipped wit electric light, x-ray, 
iron lung and dental supplies. As 
these people are scattered over such 
a wreat area, cash of chequs for 
family allowance payments are use;

Maintenance of Soil Fertility 


Recently, a world-wide survey 
has been made to determine the 
degree tg which soil fertility is 
maintained or lost under‘ various 
systems of agriculture, Thjs sur- 
vey has shown that, in general, 
reliance is placed on three different 
methods~to maintain soil fertility. 
Briefly, these are as follows: 

Meruop 1. Natural ¥ecuperation 
of the soil without manuring. This 
method is employed in the modern 
extensive agriculture of Australia, 
Argentine, Western Canada, and in 
wheat areas of thg United States, 
Tt seems that a wheat yield of 
around 13 bu. per acre represents 
the level at which soil fertility is 
maintained by this method. 

MetHop 2. The use of local 
manures, chiefly animal, to supple- 
ment natural recuperation, — This 
method is best seen in the tradi- 
tional agriculture of China and 
Japan. About 20 bu. of wheat per 
acre represents the level of fertility 
‘reached by Method 2. 4 e 

MernHop 3. The use of inorganic 
(mineral) fertilizers to supplement 
local manures and natural recupera- 
tion of the soil. This method is 
employed in the intensive farming 
systems of Great Britain, New 
Zealand, and, for some crops, in the 
United States, The average yield 
of wheat in countries where this 
method predominates is” pround 
35 bu. per acre, 

From this survey it is clear that 
the first method maintains soil 
fertility at the lowest level. Tho 
method is, in effect, one of “mining” 
the initial fertility of the soil. 
Unfortunately, it is the method 
that is widely employed in Western 
Canada. Already, it has led to soil 
exhaustion and to severe soil 
erosion. 

If we are to secure and maintain 
the increased crop production the 
world so vitally needs, it is impera- 
tive that we increase the use of 
mineral fertilizers. We must stop 
burning atuble and straw, and wast- 
ng farmyard manure. *

A school inspector has been ap- 
pointed and the department arrange 
for the education of children in the 
mission schools, Because of the mi- 
gratory habits made necessary to 
follow the wild life on which they 
depend for food and clothing the 
children cannot remain long in one 
place, There are some residential 
schools and books are provided to 
educate the Eskimo and help the 
whites who wish to learn the Eskimo 
language. 

Two suits of caribou skins are worn 
in cold weather, one with the hair 
turned out and the other with the hair 
turned in. Summer clothing is made 
of seal skin and moccasins of sea! 
skin are worn ‘both summer and 
winter. The people live in snow 
houses in winter and seal skin tents 
in summer. ‘The igloo is constructed 
of blocks of hard packed snow built 
up to form a dome. It has a low tun- 
ne] entrance and a section of the floor 
is built up higher than the rest to 
form a sleeping platform. 

Travelling is done by an open whale 
‘boat and_ by dog team in winter. 
Practically the sole medium of ex- 
change. in dealing with he whites is 
the pelt of the white fox. They 
usually bargain for essentials _ tirst 
and luxuries with whatever remains, 

The outlook of the Eskimo on life 
is cheerful and both men and-women 
are quick to learn or imitate. @ho 
women pitch the tents cook the meals 
scrape the skins and make the cloth- 
ing and also hunt for thé white fox 
pelts to trade for goods at the posts. 

As these primitive people associate 
with the-whites, they acquire some 
of our habis and take on some of the 
ways of the white man. They are 
law abiding, good to their children 
and on good terms with those who 
deal with them. They are very 
willing to co-operate in conserving the 
natural resources which enable them
